SYRACUSE, N. Y.—The crew situation 
at Syracuse University is the topic of 
every orange student,alumnus and friend. 
Whether Syracuse will have the cus- 
tomary three crews next June on the 
Hudson for the intercollegiate regetta is 

o be decided oo the next few 
weeks. 

James A. Ten Eyck, the famous vet- 
eran oarsman and coach at this uni- 
versity for about 10 years, states that 
he has never had such ‘good material to 
build up winning crews as has been 
given him this year. Most of last year’s 
crews are again eligible and the class of 
1914 beats any previous entering class for 
large amount of available men. 
Never has one class at Syracuse had so 
many large, husky athletes. 

The difficulty is not in the poor pros- 
pects for successful crews. The financial 
side of the problem is yet to be mas- 
tered. The athletic governing board at 
Syracuse had been laboring under a note 
of about $10,000. This year they an- 
nounced that the money usually used on 
the crews would be applied to wipe out 
this indebtedness; but that in another 
year the sport would be continued. They 


‘ also retained the services of Coach Ten 


Eyck. 

The students

motor-driven passenger ferry beat, de- 
signed by the Matthews Boat_Company 
of Port Clinton, O, Every bit of machin- 
ery is below the main deck, leaving 4 
perfectly clear deck to be arranged in 


the most economical manner, for the | 


handling of foot passengers and , teams 
or automobiles. 

The upper deck, which is the full width 
of the -boat, together with the forward 
and after decks, will accommodate quite 
a crowd; the ‘raised platferm over the 
team space forming a passageway from 
the. forward to the after end. of the 
raised deck with its two jifeboats set 
in chocks at this, the most convenient 
and the safest place from ‘which to lower 
them. :

ONDON—Owing to the variety 


in connection with aeronautics, aero- 
planes, and air vessels have been used, | 
the Aeronautical Society of Great Bri- 
tain appointed a “technical words com- 
mittee” for the purpose of standardizing 
aeronautical terminology. A report has 
been issued by the committee in which 
it is said that the werk has been carried 
out along systematic lines and has al- 
ready resulted in the compilation of a 
glossary of the more general terms in use. 

The list of general terms given below 
has been issued by the committee in 
the shape of a preliminary report, since 
it is considered that it covers the ma- 
jority of teehnical terms and expres- 
sions used in the ordinary course of 
aeronautical work. It understood 
that a more complete glossary will be 
published at a later date. 

GENERAL TERMS. 

Aeronautics — The entire science of 
aerial navigation. 

Aerostatics—The science of buoyancy 
in air by means of displacement; this is, 
therefore, the term to be applied to the 
science of aerostation. 

Aerodynamics—The science relating to 
the effects produced by air in motion; 
this is, therefore, the term to be applied 
to the science of aviation. 

Aerostation—That part of aerial navi- 
gation dealing with gas-borne or “lighter- 
than-air” machines. 

Aviation—That part of aerial naviga.

For instance, “an aeroplane having three 
pairs of wings stepped in tandem.”

Area—This term is not a technical defi- 
nition unjess qualified by an adjective, 
as, for instance, “supporting” “effec- 
tive” area. By area is meant, in the case 
of planes, the area of the plan-form and 
is therefore measured in units of double 
surface. That is to say, both sides or 
surfaces are counted as one unit of area.

WHILE no one could wish to see the Léegisla- 
ture unreasonably attempting to force the 
railroads to electrify their lines within 
Greater Boston, it must be quite apparent 
that the majority report of the joint com- 
mission on metropolitan improvements deals 
with the matter of electrification in a way 
that fails to express public opinion. ade- 
| quately. However much the citizens of the 
~~ Greater Boston may desire to have the rail- 
road lines electrified, they never have expected that electrification 
of all the transportation lines could be effected simultaneously. 
Every one knows that this will have to be done step by step, owing to 
the heavy expense involved. But the public does wish very earnestly 
to have a start made toward electrification of the Greater Boston 
lines, to have the railroads go ahead with that project at the very 
earliest moment consistent with proper financing. 

Arbitrary orders from the Legislature would hardly seem the 
best way of gaining the desired effect. Electrification of the lines 
within the metropolitan district is a giant task. The railroads should 
not be handicapped by unwise interference, but nejther should the idea 
be fostered; especially by a commission acting in the people’s behalf, 
that this electrification plan can wait indefinitely. All great improve- 
ments must have a beginning, and this one should be heartily encour- 
aged. It should not be allowed to drift.

UNLEss the Appalachian forest reserve’ bill 
passes the United States Senate next month, 
the White mountains of New Hampshire and 
other superb ranges in the eastern states 
may remain unprotected for another long 
period. Personal interest no doubt will con- 
tinue to argue strongly against the measure. 
but reason, common sense and foresight tell 
a different and more reliable story. As long 
as eastern forests were luxuriant and pro- 
lific enough to make the inroads of the woodman’s axe and of fire 
scarcely noticeable, there was seemingly less call to place limitations 
upon the activities of lumbermen. Now, however, it must be def- 
initely understood by both the opponents and the friends of forest 
preservation that denuding the hillsides means more than a mere 
increase 1n the number of open spaces; that forests on watersheds 
and at the sources of great rivers in a measure conserve the water 
that falls as rain, thus helping to regulate the flow of §treams and 
to avert freshets in the spring as well as droughts in summer and 
fall. Reforestation is helpful. Yet the lumberman’s axe is still 
untrammeled in its swing. 

First the axe, then fire, then the torrent. These are the grada- 
tions, from the standpoint of the conservationist, that lead up to 
transformation of green hills into stony peaks and waste places. 
Without reforestation, waste areas are inevitably in prospect; with 
reforestation waste areas may still be expected, unless proper restric- 
tions are 1nmposed. What this means to the farmer, the manu fact- 
urer and the great body of the people at large can only be appre- 
ciated when the true relation of the forests to human welfare and 
happiness becomes known through ‘study and observation. Still, 
that 1s no reason why any one should wait for actual experience 
to show him the necessity of checking these inroads upon the woods. 

The Appalachian bill provides for acquisition of national forest 
reserves in New England and in the southern states, similar to those 
maintained in the West through the bureau of forestry, to the 
support of which New England contributes largely. The bill offers 
a means ot preventing the unpleasant results that are’ making them- 
selves felt with the reduction of New England forests. As it 
stands, the measure is drawn ostensibly to regulate the water supply 
and stop the shrinkage in our rivers. If passed without amend- 
ment it will tend to make the forests act again in a sense like 
sponges to hold and to distribute the water equitably. 

Meanwhile, the lumbering interests are continuing their inva- 
sions of New England forests, seemingly oblivious to the restrictions 
that may be imposed upon them as the result of their own desire 
for quick profits. dn New Hampshire they have even laid undis-

criminating hands upon the splendid woods near Crawford Notch, 
and protests evidently count for little without action. | It is no 
wonder that leading conservationists are striving mightily to guard 
against any possibility of the Appalachian reserve bill being amended 
and thrown back into conference. The forests of the South and 
the East demand protection just as much as do the forests of the 
West. Apathy should lend no further encouragement to those who 
interpret sylvan grandeur only as material for worldly gain. Con- 
servation has taken a firm hold on the American people, and will 
eventually prevail. But every effort‘should be made to pass strin- 
gent laws now. Thus public opinion will be reinforced by teaching 
all men to deal kindly with the magnificent gifts so generously 
bestowed by nature.

be held out with reference to the operation 
—in the event of its confirmation—of the 
reciprocal trade arrangement upon which the 
executive departments of the two. govern- 
nents have reached an agreement. In this 
country it is especially to be hoped that 
Statements regarding the probable working out of the proposed 
arrangement shall be conservative. There has been enough said 
in some quarters already to lead many to believe that reciprocity 
would be followed by a great and general decline in the cost of 
living on this side of the border. A Washington despatch puts the 
President in the position of indorsing the view-that if support for 
the measure is withheld by the two branches of his own party he 
can look to help from the people “who think he is trying to lower 
the cost of food.” ; 

The President evidently anticipated something of this kind 
when preparing his message, for that document contains these words: 
“I do not wish to hold out the prospect that the unrestricted inter- 
change of food products will greatly and at once reduce their 
cost to the people of this country.” That its tendency will be in 
this direction, it is only reasonable to assume. But if friends of 
reciprocity at this juncture shall be conservative in their statéments, 
two very good results may be counted upon; firstly, much of the 
opposition to the carrying out of the arrangement will disappear; 
secondly, much disappointment following its carrying out will be 
avoided. 

That there exists a wide difference of opinion, even among 
those who are arrayed against the reciprocity plan for special rea- 
sons, as to the effect it would \be likely to have upon prices in the 
United States, must be evident to anybody who has taken the time 
to read the various expressions of opinion. They are as far apart 
in premises as in conclusions. The prevalent mistake is due to the 
fact that they do ‘not understand the matter as it relates to Can- 
ada. They seem to assume that Canada has on hand an immense 
surplus of foodstuffs that it will be able to dump upon this country 
at a moment's notice in the event of a ratification of the arrange- 
ment. But Canada has no great surplus in any line. If she should 
undertake to flood the American market it would only be by cut- 
ting off the supply and sending prices skyward at home. 

In time, the encouragement that an open market in the United 
States would give her producers might lead them, it is true, to 
increase production. However, somewhat similar conditions have 
not increased production in this country. Every inducement that 
reciprocity can hold -out to the Canadian producers—so far as bet- 
ter prices are concerned—has been held out to the American pro- 
ducer within the last five years, with no very satisfying results. 

Benefits that will accrue from a freer trade relationship 
between the two countries will hardly be manifested in perceptibly 
higher prices on one side or perceptibly lower prices on the other, 
but in a strengthening of both, industrially and commercially. 
Reciprocity will remove an artificial barrier between two peoples 
whose interests are common. It will give greater stability to the 
prosperity of both nations. It will increase the productive area 
available to both countrtes, assuring better distribution not only 
in times of plenty, on either side of the line, but in times of scarcity 
as well.

Spain of today is not the ‘Spain that Ferdinand and Isabella 
ruled, but néither is it the nation that twelve years ago had to 
relinquish most of her colonial possessions. In the last few years 
Spaniards have shown more introspection. Racial characteristics 
are subjected to keener analysis. Thought broadens, and sloth beats 
a retreat before modernization. Enthusiasm for industrial improve- 
ment may seem at first irreconcilable with the decadence of Spain in 
the last few centuries, but foreign tradesmen could tell enlightening 
stories of the Castilian awakening; how Teutonic drummers are 
methodically capturing the Spanish markets. Germans own and 
operate Spanish electric light systems and trolley lines, German 
schools are plentiful, German advertisements fill the eye, German 
machinery runs mines and factories. Soon Malaga or Seville will 
have a great German bank. With such object lessons close at hand, 
it would be surprising if Spaniards did not see the need of per- 
forming for themselves the tasks which Germans are so willing 
to astume. But, first of all, Spain must learn to keep her people 
at home. 

Here is a country wherein only 33 per cent ‘of the area is 
under cultivation, and which, by virtue of climate and soil, is par- 
ticularly adapted to agriculture. Aragon and Catalonia must. be 
irrigated, while the entire country needs better highways and more 
branch railroad lines. These wants are to be supplied by the gov- 
ernment in order to hold population in the Spanish provinces instead 
of helping any longer to build up other countries by lax policy 
in national development.

common use not because they are desirable, but because they monop- 
olize the trade. The manufacturers, all men, make up millions of 
them on one model: the women have to take them or go without. 

It mav be well for this protest to receive widespread pub 
licitv, not only because of the light it sheds upon responsibility 
with regard to hatpins, but because of the hint it gives with regard 
to responsibility for a great many other things. 

Perhaps it should not be assumed that*woman lays upon men 
the blame for most of the tashions that draw out criticism. AH 
that is certainly known about it ts that 1f she were inclined to be 
ungenerous she might easily and properly do so Mor she is depend- 
ent to a large degree upon w taste, imvention, skill and business 
exigencies of men. Men, rather than women, dictate fashions 
\ien devise the nigdels and produce the articles that very frequently 
bring down criticism upon women. 

Of course, it hes with women to say whether they will accept 
what the men provide. They could, if they would, go without 
the big hatpins or the big hats or the high heels. But only nation- 
wide, world-wide insurgency could accomplish much, and women 
are not well enough organized to carry on a fashton-cljanging cam- 
paign that would give reasonable promise of success. 


The commission believes that a legislative enactment 
covering the question should contain a profit-sharing clause, so as 
to meet the equitable demands of those water-front and riparian 
right owners who shall be deprived of their jurisdiction by the state's 
assumption of control, and it recommends the submission to the 
voters of the state, for their approval, of such a law as may be 
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
